say  “Aye.”  Sen.  Lee  Metcalf,  D- 
Mont.,  presiding,  said  that  in  his 
opinion  the  necessary  two-thirds 
had  voted  for  it.

The  amendment  provides  that 
when  the  office  of  Vice  President 
who  shall  take  office  upon  con- 
firmation by  a majority  of  both 
houses  of  Congress.” 

ON  THE  QUESTION  of  dis- 
ability, the  amendment  states 
that  if  a President  declares  he  is 
unable  to  discharge  his  duties, 
they  shall  be  turned  over  to  the 
Vice  President. 

If  a disabled  President  refuses 
to  step  aside,  the  Vice  President 
could  take  over  by  transmitting 
to  Congress,  with  the  concurrence 
of  a majority  of  the  heads  of  ex- 
ecutive departments  or  such  other 
body  as  Congress  may  designate, 
his  written  declaration  that  the 
president  is  unable  to  discharge 
the  powers  and  duties  of  his 
office. 

IN  EITHER  eventuality,  the 
President  could  resume  his  office 
by  notifying  Congress  that  no 
further  inability  exists. 

However,  the  Vice  President 
could  force  Congress  to  decide 
this  issue  if  he  advised  the  legis- 
lators, with  the  written  concur- 
rence of  a majority  of  the  heads 
of  the  executive  departments  or 
such  other  body  as  Congress  may 
be  law  provide,  that  the  Presi- 
dent was  unable  to  serve  proper- 
ly, 

IN  THIS  SITUATION,  if  con- 
gress by  two-thirds  vote  of  both 
branches  decides  the  President 
cannot  handle  his  ofice,  the  Vice 
President  would  continue  to  serve 
as  acting  president.  Otherwise, 
the  President  would  resume  his 
office.

used  in  the  South  Australian  Mis- 
sion, where  he  has  just  recently 
served  as  president. 

He  emphasized  that  not  only 
the  President  and  leading  breth- 
ren of  the  Church  have  prompt- 
ings of  the  Spirit,  but  every  mem- 
ber is  entitled  to  receive  personal 
revelation.  “Speaking  as  one  in 
authority,”  he  said,  “it  is  possible 
to  receive  revelation  in  all  things 
pertaining  to  our  individual  af- 
fairs.” 

HE  RE3IINDED  US  that  our 
aim  and  goal  is  to  do  what  God 
wants  us  to  do  ...  to  be  in  har- 
mony with  his  will.  “We’re  to 
study,  analyse,  and  grapple  with 
our  problems  and  come  to  our 
own  conclusions;  then  we  should 
take  it  to  the  Lord.  If  your  deci- 
sion is  right  your  bosom  will  burn 
within  you.” 

“In  the  same  sense  that  we 
tune  into  a T.V.  or  radio  pro- 
gram,” he  said,  “we  could  tune 
our  souls  to  the  band  of  vision  of 
eternity.  This  is  attained  by  con- 
formity to  the  eternal  laws  and 
principles.  This  field  house  is 
full  of  visions  of  eternity.  There 
are  sermons  and  symphonies  here 
now  that  we  don’t  hear.  If  we  had 
the  power  we  could  tune  in  and 
hear  them.” 

Elder  McConkie  became  a Gen- 
eral Authority  at  the  age  of  31, 
and  since  that  time  has  been 
devoting  full  time  to  Church 
work.  He  is  well-known  through- 
out the  Church  as  a “friend  of 
the  youth  of  the  Church.” 

Parking  Check  Set 
By  Security  Officers 

Roadblocks  will  be  set  up 
Thursday  and  periodically  there 
after,  to  check  students  car 
registration.

If  he  owns  a car, 
but  does  not  park  it  on  cam- 
pus, he  must  have  a registra- 
tion permit.

Swen  Nielson,  a $10  fine  will 
be  issued  to  violators. 
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Instructor  Switches  Questioned 

The  switching  of  various  sections  by  teachers  within  de- 
partments has  caused  a mounting  problem  among  BYE  stu- 
dents. 

A certain  amount  of  this  switching  is  certainly  neces- 
sary as  instructors  schedules  are  adjusted,  but  student  re- 
ports indicate  that  the  number  of  switches  during  the  first 
week  and  a half  of  this  semester  have  rapidly  increased. 

Disregarding  other  factors,  many  students  in  their  in- 
itial registration  have  a preference  of  an  instructor  for  a 
certain  course.  It  is  their  right  to  select,  if  possible,  instruc- 
tors they  feel  are 'highly  qualified  in  their  particular  sub- 
jects. 

Since  the  school  goes  to  the  trouble  and  expense  of  print- 
mg  a class  schedule  listing  teachers  names  for  a particular 
class,  it  seems  that  the  students  should  be  given  the  oppor- 
tunity  to  select  the  professor  they  would  like  to  have. 

However,  when  switches  in  instructors  are  made  without 
notification,  it  cuts  down  the  effectiveness  of  the  registra- 
tion system,  and  makes  it  difficult  for  students  to  register 
for  teachers  who  are  specialists  in  their  particular  field. 

Some  students  have  reported  as  many  as  four  switches 
in  instructors  in  their  schedules.  When  such  a situation  comes 
to  the  attention  of  so  many  students,  it  is  evident  that  there 
is  some  cause  for  examination. 

The  Registration  Department,  when  asked  about  the 
problem,  said  that  it  had  no  control  over  any  changes  after 
registration.  This  department  only  schedules  classes  and  in- 
structors which  are  given  to  them  by  the  department  heads. 
Therefore,  scheduling  is  entirely  the  responsibility  of  the 
departments  themselves. 

Departments  may  make  changes  which  are  felt  necessary 
after  the  semester  begins.  However,  it  seems  that  the  major- 
ity of  assignments  to  instructors  could  be  made  during  the 
summer  months  or  during  the  planning  stages  before  it  is 
disseminated  to  the  studentbody. 

The  independence  of  the  various  departments  make  it 
hard  to  establish  a control  system  over  numerous  switches 
which  may  occur  within  departments. 

To  establish  some  sort  of  centralized  system,  it  might 
be  suggested  that  a study  of  this  situation  be  made  by 
the  Administration  in  an  effect  to  cut  sectional  switches  to  a 
minimum.

New  Cafeteria 


The  Sokolovs  are  accused  of 
conspiring  to  pass  U.S.  defense 
secrets  to  Moscow  over  a period 
of  six  years.  If  convicted,  they 
face  a maximum  penalty  of  death. 

A MYSTERIOUS  Soviet  spy 
who  turned  counter-agent  for  the 
U.S.  Government  is  considered 
the  key  witness  in  the  case.  He 
is  a Finn,  Kaarlo  R.  Tuomi,  45, 
a veteran  of  25  years  in  the  Rus- 
sian espionage  apparatus.  The 
government  has  said  he  is  pre- 
pared to  testify  from  “the  horse’s 
mouth.” 

The  Sokolovs  were  arested  July 
2,  1963,  at  their  Washington  a- 
partment,  where  authorities  claim 
to  have  seized  short-wave  radios, 
codes  and  ciphers,  electronic  re- 
cording equipment  and  elaborate 
photographic  gear. 

Seized  at  the  same  time  in  a 
New  York  apartment  were  Ivan 
D.  Egorov,  42,  a Russian  United 
Nations  Personnel  Officer,  and 
his  wife,  Alekasandra,  40.  They 
subsequently  were  returned  to 
Moscow  in  a trade  for  two  Ameri- 
cans imprisoned  in  the  Soviet 
Union.

Opens;  Won’t

I ATLANTA,  (AP) -Restaurant 
■ owner  Lester  G.  Maddox  has  been 
■ordered  into  federal  court  in  a 
■contempt  proceeding  after  he 
It  opened  a new  cafeteria  and  re- 
■fused  service  to  negroes. 

I-  U.S.  District  Judge  Frank  A. 
Hooper  signed  an  ordered  Tues- 
day requiring  Maddox  to  appear 
; at  a hearing  October  2 to  show 
cause  why  he  should  not  be  held 
{ in  contempt. 

THE  MOTION  for  the  order 
was  brought  by  the  original 
jriegro  complainants  in  the  first 
test  against  Maddox’  Pickrick, 
shutdown  and  replaced  by  the 
cafeteria  which  opened  Saturday 
under  a new  name. 

I Maddox,  his  heirs  or  success- 
ors were  enjoined  by  federal 
court  order  from  racial  discrimin- 
ation in  operation  of  the  Pickrick. 
[ He  sought  to  evade  the  court  by 
posting  a notice  at  the  door  of 
his  new  establishment — opened  at 
the  Pickrick  site — saying  he  was 
refusing  to  admit  inlegrationists 
rather  than  negroes.

W’e  do  not  discriminate  be- 
cause of  race,  creed  or  color  but 
because  we  are  free.”

WASHINGTON  (AP)-John  H. 
Glenn  Jr.,  America’s  first  astron- 
aut to  obrit  the  earth,  was  nomi- 
nated for  promotion  to  colonel 
in  the  marines  Tuesday,  even 
though  he  begged  off  from  the 
honor  some  time  ago  because  of 
his  plan  to  retire. 

The  red-haired  leatherneck,  in- 
formed at  his  home  near  Houston, 
Tex.,  that  President  Johnson  had 
sent  the  nomination  to  the  Sen- 
ate, said  it  “comes  as  a surprise” 
even  thought  he  know  he  had 
been  proposed. 

Glenn  said  “I  am  gratified  that 
this  had  occurred.”  But  he  added 
that  it  does  not  change  his  plan 
to  retire  from  the  Corps.,  an  in- 
tention delayed  since  last  January 
by  his  ear  injury  suffered  in  a 
bathroom  fall  on  Feb.  29. 

The  astronaut  had  written  the- 
Corps  last  July  asking  that  he  not 
be  considered  for  promotion.  He 
said  prorriotion  was  predicated  on 
the  future  value  of  an  officer. 

Also,  he  explained,  he  wanted  to 
leave  the  way  open  for  selection 
of  another  officer. 

But  Secretary  of  the  Navy  Paul 
Nitze  and  the  Marine  Command- 
ant, Gen.  Wallace  Greene,  decided 
they  wanted  to  recognize  Glenn’s 
“mqny  accomplishments  while  in 
the  service  of  his  country,”  the 
White  House  said.

Speaking  to  over  1,000  students, 
guests,  and  local  politicians  who 
gathered  in  the  Y Center  Ball- 
room at  2:30  *p.m.  young  Gold- 
water  stated  that  only  the  Repub- 
licans advocated  a “strong  Ameri- 
ca,” the  kind  of  America  which 
U.S.  citizens,  as  well  as  our  fri- 
ends, allies  and  enemies  abroad, 
could  be  proud  of. 


I “WOULN’T  THIS  be  a better 
country  to  live  in,”  he  added,  “if 
the  voters  voted  for  America 
first,  and  not  for  those  who 
would  give  them  the  most?” 

In  addition  to  attacking  the 
Democratic  administration  for  the 
stand  they  were  taking  in  South 
Viet  Nam  and  Cuba,  Goldwater 
charged  that  the  U.S.  was  backing 
down  from  Communism  on  all 
fronts,  including  on  the  bargain- 
ing table  and  in  the  diplomatic 
circles. 

Pie  urged  the  students  “to  in- 
voke themselves  in  this  election,” 
stating  that  it  could  be  the  last  I
